The suit was filed April 25 by SOE attorney, 
Thom Rumberger. SOE claims U.S. Sugar violated 
state statue 104.061 (1), which says: “Whoever by 
bribery, menace, threat, or other corruption whát- 
}Soever, either directly or indirectly, attempts to 
influence, deceive, or deter any elector in voting or 
interferes with him or her in the free exercise of 
the elector's right to-vote at any election is guilty of 
a misdemeanor of the first degree...” 

SOE claims ads placed by U.S. Sugar misled vot- 
ers into believing they would $e taxed to clean up 

{the Everglades, when the ballot amendment speci 
fied pollutérs would pay the tax d 

U.S. Sugar Senior Vice President Robert Buker 
told the Palm Beach Post the suit by SOE is a “des- 
perate" response to an elections-fraud lawsuit US. 
Sugar filed- against the group in February. That 
suit accuses SOE of falsely claiming riot to have the 
funds to pay $150,000 in fees used to place the 
penny-a-pound sugar tax on the November ballot:

To 
prevent contracting ringworm 
remember to have all pets 
checked before bringing them 
into your home, and teach chil- 
dren not to touch stray dogs or 
wear sandals in public show- 
ers, pools or locker rooms. 

Jock itch affects boys and 
men. Symptoms include minor 
to intense itching in the groin 
area and in more serous cases, 
patches of redness, scaling and 
raised areas that ooze. This 
fungus thrives in warmth and 
moisture, which means that to 
eliminate it, it is necessary to 


change sweaty or soiled clothes 
as soon as. possible, and wash 
underwear, jock straps and 
exercise clothes in hot water 
and detergent. Loose, cotton 
boxer shorts are better than 
tight shorts or briefs. Using a 
powder, such as cornstarch, 
two to three times a day to 
dust the groin area, especially 
after showering tends to help. 
using Tinactin, Micatin, or 
Clotrimin (all OTC medica- 
tions) even after the symptoms 
are gone will help to prevent 
any chance of reoccurrence. 
Athlete’s foot, which can 
cause your feet to be red, itchy 
and irritated, is really ring- 
worm that affects one in five 
Americans. These fungi typi- 
cally spread from person to 
person in public ares such as 
showers and swimming pools. 
Once it infects the feet, ath- 


lete's foot thrives in the 
warmth and moisture of shoes 
and shocks. Other symptoms 
may include tenderness, sore- 
ness, scalíng and a burning 
sensation. In severe cases, the 
Skin between the toes or even 
the soles of the fee may become 
unnaturally soft, peel arid even 
crack. To prevent this from 
occurring, go barefoot when 
possible, or wear sándals or 
canvas shoes. Wear cotton 


socks to absorb moisture and | 


change them every day. 
Alternate pairs of shoes so that 
they become dry between 
wearings. It is importarit to 
keep your feet clean and dry. 
Wash them twice a day with 
soap and water, drying them 
completely, especially between 
the toes. After drying, sprinkle 
an over-the-counter antifungal 
powder or spay on them, such 


High Cholesterol in the 


Over 45 percent of people 
who were screened for choles- 
terol at the Capitol have high 
or dangerously high readings, 
according to results just 
released. The screenings were 
conducted as part of the 
American Heart Association’s 
“Campaign to Control 
Cholesterol” program spon- 
sored by Merck & Co., whose 
Florida headquarters are in 
Jacksonville. 

Some 310 people, including 
legislators, were screened for 
cholesterol at the Capitol earli- 
er this month. Individual read- 
ings are kept confidential.
